Response to Amendment 

1. The rejection of claims 3, 4, 10, 11 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable overTomiyama et al. (US 4,631,292) is moot, since these claims have been 
canceled. 

2. The provisional rejection of claims 3, 4, 10, 11 and 19 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of copending 
Application No. 11/575,255 is moot, since these claims have been canceled.
